There  are  26  high  school  pupils  in  Dover  and  27  in  Roch- 
ester. A  general  increase  in  the  high  school  tuition  rate  for 
which  the  district  is  liable,  together  with  improved  trans- 
portation service  called  for  by  the  district,  will  chiefly 
account  for  the  increase  in  the  proposed  budget. 

To  meet  increased  school  costs  in  Barrington,  there  is 
an  encouraging  prospect  of  larger  state  aid.  The  formula 
proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  would  give  the 
district  the  difference  between  a  ''Foundation  Program"  of 
minimum  essentials  (reckoned  as  $175  per  elementary  pu- 
pil and  $225  per  high  school  pupil) — or  whatever  the  dis- 
trict spent  toward  such  a  program— and  the  district's  "Fair 
Share"  of  the  cost,  reckoned  as  18  mills  on  $1  of  adjusted 
equalized  valuation  of  the  district.  In  other  words,  the  state 
would  give  the  district  the  difference  between  what  the  dis- 
trict could  reasonably  be  expected  to  pay,  and  what  (in 
general)  might  be  regarded  as  a  minimum  required  school 
program.  The  state  board's  formula  in  its  present  form 
would  give  Barrington  nearly  four  times  as  much  state  aid 
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as  during  the  preceding  year,  but  no  more  than  it  needs 
and  should  have. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  furnished  a  channel 
for  the  community  to  show  its  continuing  interest  in  the 
schools.  An  example  of  this  was  the  donation  of  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  a  3-speed  radio-phonograph.  The  sponsor- 
ship of  the  school  lunch  program  engages  a  high  type  of 
personal  service  as  well. 

The  school  nurse.  Miss  Myrtle  Fletcher,  examined  156 
pupils,  classified  their  physiological  needs  during  the  year, 
measured  their  growth,  stressed  preventive  measures  such 
as  nutrition  and  posture,  and  secured  remedial  treatment 
from  dental  care  to  operations,  and  watched  over  contagi- 
ous disease  outbreaks.  Health  makes  a  tremendous  differ- 
ence in  the  value  of  a  person  to  himself,  his  family,  and  the 
community.
